T is a remarkable Perfection in the Idiom of 
the Scripture Language, that inſtead of bein 

confined to expreſs the Effect, it uſually keeps 
in View the ſovereign and imtediate Direction 
of the Firſt Cauſe; afcribing every Event, every 
thing that happens, as We are apt to ſpeak, to 


the good Pleaſure and actual Operation of Almighty 


God. 1h Help that * 15 done upon Eafth, it is He, 4x lxxiv. 
in the Style 6f Seripture, that 4 it "BimſelF* a 
Mode of 9 — however liable to be 
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miſunderſtood by Ignorance, or perverted by En- 
thuſiaſm and Superſtition, is nevertheleſs ſtrictly 
conformable to the Principles of ſound Philoſophy, 
and conducive to the great Purpoſes of rational 
Piety and Religion. What indeed can be more truly 
philoſophical, than without reſting in the inſtrumen- 
tal, apparent Cauſe, to trace Events to their original 
Source? Or, What can better ſerve to keep the 
Mind in a religious Frame, than to ſet God always 
before us, and to contemplate the ſupreme Governor 
of all things, as preſent in every Inſtance of his 
Providence? To acknowledge (as the general Senſe 
and practical Application of the Text import) that 
all the Benefits of Life are Bleſſings and Gifts from 
him, and that from his Favour alone the Continuance 
and Increaſe of them are to be expected? The Lan- 
guage is peculiar to the holy Scriptures: but the 
Sentiment is founded in the Nature of Things, and 
ought to be the governing On in all the Affairs 


and Circumſtances of Mankind. 


EXTRAORDINARY and momentous Events are apt 
to rouſe the Attention and Admiration even of the 
Vulgarz. and although the Advantages of a well- 
regulated Conſtitution and a juſt and equal Govern- 
ment are too often e without Thankfulneſs or 
Reflection, yet when Attempts have been near pre- 
vailing to the Subverſion of that Government and 
Conſtitution, hep, the. Rights, of. Mankind have 
ber ec aud RA 999; Refigidys Liberty bath 
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been endangered, and yet at the moſt critical Periods 
ſuch Attempts have not only been defeated, but 
have in the Event been made the Occaſion and 
Means of confirming and improving thoſe Bleſſings, 
there cannot be any fo heedleſs as not to apply the 
Pſalmiſt's Obſervation, This is the Lord's Doing, and 
it is marvellous in our Eyes. But it is not only in 
Caſes of this Nature that ſerious and thinking Per- 
ſons are thus affected. Their Devotion is the Effect 
of neither Apprehenſion and Terror oa the one 
Hand, nor of Wonder and Surpriſe on the other. 
Habitually impreſſed with a Senſe of the conſtant

Superintendency and Government of Divine Provi- 
dence, their Reliance upon it requires not to be # 


invigorated by the extraordinary Evidence of parti- 
cular Interpoſitions in public Con vulſions, or De- 
liverances. They look for God, not only in zhe 
Storm, the Earthquake, or the Fire (for thefe are his 
ſtrange Work) but no leſs adore his Power and Pre- 
ſence in that Hill ſmall Voice, which is ever audible 
to the attentive Ear, in the common and daily 
Occurrences of Life; in the general Courſe of this 
World which ts ſo peaceably and beneficially ordered by 
the Divine Governance; in the wiſe Direction of the 
Talents and Diſpoſitions of eminent Men, whom 
God 1s pleaſed to raiſe up at ſuch Seaſons as he ſees 
fit, for the Eſtabliſhment of uſeful and national 
Inſtitutions, which by a calm and almoſt impercepti- 
ble, but ſteady and permanent Operation, fail not, 
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in due Time, effeQtually to promote the _— 
Intereſts of T'ruth, Virtue and public Frolperity. 


InsTITUTIONS of this Kind are juſtly to be conſi- 
dered as the Strength which God hath wrought for us. 
And as in that Light they cannot but appear to be 
moſt intereſting and. valuable, we ſhall of Courſe not 
only enjoy them with devout Thankfulneſs, but 
ſhall be encouraged to cheriſh and cultivate them 


with the greater Ardour, conſcious that in aſſiſting 


to eſtabliſh and promote them, we are ſupporting the 
Syſtem of infinite Wiſdom, - as Inſtruments in the 
Hand of God, from whom cometh every N and per-

Tug Plan of the excellent Inſtitution, which is 
the immediate Occaſion of this Diſcourſe, was formed 
ſomewhat more than forty Years ſince by a late 
Reverend Prelate“, who not only, in common with 
other good Men, devoutly prayed for the Peace of our 
Feruſalem, but earneſtly ſought to do it the moſt 
eſſential Good. Animated with that Zeal. for the 
Honour of God and the Intereſts of true Religion, 
which became his Office in the Church, and although 
not a Native, with that filial Piety, which every one 


owes to the Country by which he 1s adopted (and 


permit me to obſerve, that none have given ſtronger 
Proofs of an affectionate Attachment to this Ceuntry 
than they who have, been thus adopted by it)

* Dr. Henry Maule, ſucceſſively Biſhop of Dromore and Meath. 
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animated, I ſay, with theſe Motives, this worthy 
Prelate formed the wiſeſt Deſign that could be de- 
viſed for the public Happineſs; the Deſign of reſ- 
cuing the lower Ranks of the People from the 
| Slavery of Ignorance, Superſtition and Bigotry ; of 
Barbariſm, Sloth and Wretchedneſs ; of ſullen Diſ- 
content againſt the Government they live under, 
ready to join in open Hoſtility with any Invader. 


PoeERY, which in this Country is but a ſhorter 
Term for all theſe united Evils, he was well aware, 
is impregnable in her ſtrong Holds of inveterate 
Habit and Prejudice : and indeed, Who that hath 
had any Experience of the Diſpoſition of its Vota- 
ries, doth not know, that ſeeing, they will not- ſee, 
and hearing, they will. not underſtand? In Order there- 
fore to counteract the Obſtinacy which he found was 
not to be overcome, he reſolved to try what might 
be done with ſuch as were yet untainted ; juſtly 
concluding, that by infuſing right Principles into 
the Children. of the Poor, and training them up 
early in the true Worſhip of God, in a Courſe of 
Induſtry and Labour, and in Habits of Decency and

good Order, theſe Principles will gradually and at 
length generally prevail, and the Bulk of the People 


become in Time good Proteſtants, faithful Subjects 


and uſeful Members of the Commonwealth. 


UNTRIED Projects of Reformation and Improve- 
ment, whatever Benefits they promiſe to the Public, 
| have 
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have many Obſtacles to ſurmount, thrown in their 
Way as well by the cold and cautious, as by the 
partial and intereſted, and require to be purſued and 
ſupported with extraordinary Reſolution and Perſe- 
verance. Whatever Difficulties of that Kind at- 
tended the firſt Propoſal of this Inſtitution, the 
Author of it was incomparably well fitted by Provi- 
dence to overcome them: Sanguine, firm and inde- 
fatigable, he omitted no poſſible Care to gain the 
Support of thoſe in Power, and to engage the At- 
tention, and conciliate the Affections of all Ranks 
of Proteſtants in Favour of his Deſign; and it 
pleaſed God to crown his Endeavours with Succeſs. 
A Petition ſigned by almoſt every Perſon of Dignity 
and Conſideration at that Time in this Kingdom, 
Laity as well as Clergy, being preſented to his late 
Majeſty, he was graciouſly pleaſed, in the Year 
1733, to grant his Royal Charter of Incorporation 
to a Society in Dublin, for promoting Engliſh Pro- 
teſtant Schools in Veland; under which Charter this 
Society hath been ever ſince continued. 


Sven were the Means whereby it pleaſed God to 
fend forth this Strength for us. The Utility and 
Importance of this Inſtitution ſhall now be confi- 
dered, and after having anſwered fome Objections, 
I ſhall conclude with laying before you the preſent 
State of the Funds of the Society, 
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Tux Value of any Benefit is beſt underſtood, and 
moſt truly eſtimated by comparing the Enjoyment 
with the Want of it. In Order therefore to ſet the 
Advantages propoſed by this Method of Education 
in a clear Light, I ſhall beg Leave to ſtate the Con- 
dition of the lower Kind of People in this Kingdom; 
and if in, purſuing this Method I ſhall be obliged 
to deſcend to a more minute and familiar De- 
ſcription than is uſually attempted in Diſcourſes 
from this Place, my Deſire to do Juſtice to the Sub- 
ject, I truſt, will in ſome Meaſure plead my Excuſe; 
and being underſtood to ſpeak in general (for ſuch 
only is my Intention) no Part of the Repreſentation 
will appear to be diſtorted, or overcharged. 


Tur Habitations of the common People in every 
Part of the Country are to the laſt Degree wretched 
and uncomfortable. They are uſually the Workman- 
ſhip of their reſpective Inhabitants, and compoſed 
of ſuch rude Materials as are neareſt at Hand, built 
moſt frequently by the Way-fide in a Ditch, the Bank 
behind ſerving for the rere Wall ; without Window 
to admit Light, or Chimney to convey Smoke. With 
this Outſide there is but too perfect a Correſpondence 
within. Without Houſhold-ſtuff, or whatever . is 
clſewhere reckoned amongſt the Conveniencies of 
Life, with ſcarce a miſerable, Bed to ſleep on,

neſs and Dirt have indeed entire Poſſeſſion of every 
Corner of the Hovel. The Food of theſe poor 
Creatures, the ſimpleſt that the Earth produceth, 
and which is prepared with the leaſt poſſible Trou- 
ble, is at every Meal, invariably the ſame, almoſt 
throughout the Year. Their Apparel, barely a Co- 
vering when new, is worn to the laſt, without any 
Attempt to repair it : the Hands from which that 
Service might be expected, being not unpractiſed 
only, but totally untaught; ſo that both Parents 
and Children (and by Means of early Marriages, 
the latter are very numerous) are equally in Rags, 
always offenſive to Delicacy, often to Modeſty. At 
an age when the Youth in other Countries are uſe- 
fully employed, they are here ſuffered to grow up in 
Sloth and Lazineſs, without Diſcipline or Reſtraint : 
which being the Caſe of both Sexes, who converſe 
together with little Reſerve, the uſual Conſequences 
of ſuch Freedom may be eaſily conjectured. For 
Want of bearing the Yoke in their Youth Work is ever 
afterwards irkſome to them; unwillingly begun, 


unneceſſarily protracted, and without the conſtant 


Eye of a watchful Overſeer, inſufficiently performed 


at laſt. Having no Property themſelves, they eaſily 


yield to the Temptation of treſpaſſing on that of 
their Neighbours. And fo expert are they in the 
Art of Pilfering, that one cannot help thinking it 
to be the principal Part of their Education in their 


Youth, 
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DesAszp, as they are, with all this Wretchedneſs, 
it were not indeed much to be wondred at, if every 
worthy Sentiment of the Mind and every benevolent 
Affection of the, Heart, together with the natural 
Force of their Underſtanding, were overborn and 
extinguiſhed: , which. yet I rejoice to bear them - 
Witneſs, is far from being. their Caſe, In the com- 
mon Concerns of Life they are found upon all Oc- 
caſions to be equal, I ought to ſay ſuperior (for ſo 
indeed they, are). to thoſe of their Sort elſewhere, in 
Sagacity to diſcern their Intereſt; and in Addreſs to 
purſue it with Effect. Nor ſhould: I do Juſtice to

to an extraordinary. Degree hoſpitable and generous. 3 
Silver and Gold, God knows, they haue none: but: ſuch Ads ii. 6.

taught in their School, however it may to the Habit 
of Diligence and Regularity acquired there. And 
who will envy them any Advantages derived from

Water there muſt be; and very properly will they 2:1. 


who are educated in Charter Schools, be employed in 
the loweſt and moſt laborious Work, But let them 
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not even in the moſt ſervile Stations be looked upon, 
nor by our Contempt be induced to look upon them-. 
ſelves, as if they had not one common Nature with 
the richeſt and greateſt amongſt us, or were preclu- 
ded from the general Right of Mankind to uſe their 
Talents for their own lawful Benefit. If any of

Nor let us 
forget, however juſtly our Indignation may be raiſed 
againſt Conceit, that a certain Degree of Spirit in 
the lower Ranks i is, next to the Sanctions of Religion, 
the moſt powerful Security againſt Diſhoneſty and 
Sloth ; Vibes which if this Inſtitution be found to 
have any Efficacy in correcting, it deſerves, on that 
Account alone, although it were productive of no 
further Benefit to the Publick, to be eſteemed a 
national Bleſſing, and calls pon every Friend to his 
Country for Encouragement and Support. 


Again; It is objected, that the Education i in theſe 
Schools doth not ſecure the Children from relapſing 
into Popety, But formidable as this Objection may 
appear at firſt View, admitting it to be well founded 
in ſome Inſtances, it really amounts to no more, than 
that this Inſtitution doth not in eyery Caſe fylly and 
'chmpletely, aphex, he, great End propaſed, by —— 
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Defect, common to every Deſign that can be formed 
by human Wiſdom, And will you Judge of its Merit, 
by a few accidental Failures, or by its genuine Ten- 
dency and general Effect? Danger, no Doubt there 
is, from puerile Inconſtancy, from the Attachments 
of Blood and former Acquaintance, and from the 
artful Endeavours of thoſe who are intereſted to ſe- 
duce them, that ſome of the Children may happen 
to relapſe. But this is a Danger, of which the 
Society, taught (we are free to own) by Experience 
in the Beginning, have long ſince been aware, and 
have taken good Care to guard againſt it. Viſits 
from Popiſh Neighbours upon any Pretence are ab- 
ſolutely prohibited ; none but Proteſtants are ſuffered 
to be employed as Servants in any Charter School, 

whether in the domeſtic Work of the Family, or in 
any Buſineſs of the Farm; and the Children are 
tranſplanted from the Places where they are admitted, 

to Schools remote from any perſonal Intercourſe with 
their Parents and Relations, and. as far as poſſible, 


out of their Influence. Notwithſtanding theſe wiſe 


Precautions, which are happily found ſufficient to 
prevent any conſiderable Defection, an untoward 


Boy may perhaps now and then break away from 


the Reſtraint of his School; and if, when pinched 
with Want and afraid to return, he betakes himſelf 
for Protection and Relief to a Popiſh Houſe, the 
Price of the preſent Morſel is probably no leſs than 
the Renunciation of his Herefy. The poor Child is 
then an ſecreted, all Search after him eluded 
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and this meritorious Acquiſition to Popery con- 


firmed. Caſes even of this Sort, however, happen 
but ſeldom. 


Bur the Objection is probably pointed higher. 
Let us therefore ſuppoſe a Perſon formerly bred in a 
Charter-School to be ſettled in the World, and for a 


while to have profeſſed himſelf a Proteſtant : but 


having imprudently married into a Popiſh Family, 
he no ſooner becomes acquainted with the Prieſts of 
that Religion than they endeavour to ſeduce him ; 
firſt, by ſpecious Inſinuations of the Antiquity, 
Extent and Infallibility of their Church, and then 
by confident Aſſertions of the Impoſſibility of Sal- 
vation in his own. Arguments which (weak and 
groundleſs as they are) may ſometimes happen, eſpe- 
cially if enforced by the Solicitation of a beloved 
Wife, to prove too powerful for a timorous and 
tender Diſpoſition, although no reaſonable Care was 
omitted to guard againſt them by the ſoundeſt Edu- 


A Converſion of this Sort, once in ſeven Years, 
is ſure to be trumpeted far and near; and being 
talked of every Day, is at laſt imagined to happen 
every Day. It is to this magnifying Glaſs, we are 
authoriſed to ſay, that the Object owes its Conſe- 
quence. For, much having been reported of great 
Numbers perverted, . the Society, about two Years 
fince, in order to aſcertain the Truth of this Matter, 

| 2 cauſed 
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cauſed circular Letters to be written, not only to 
the ſeveral local Committees for the beſt Information 
they could give, but likewiſe to the Biſhops, re- 
queſting them to recommend to the Clergy to make 
ſtrict Inquiry concerning all Perſons reſident within 
their reſpective Pariſnes, who, having been bred in 
a Charter School, had relapſed to Popery ; and by 
the Returns made to the Society on this Occaſion, 
there is great Reaſon to believe the Number of ſuch 
Perſons to be very inconſiderable; ſmaller indeed 
than could well be expected in a Country circum- 
ſtanced as this is. And yet for the Truth of the Fact 
in general we may ſafely rely on the Opinion of our 
Adverſaries themſelves ; neither their Language nor 
Conduct correſponding with a Belief of very frequent 
and numerous Defections. Were that the Caſe, is 
it reaſonable to imagine, that they would complain, 
as they now do, of the eſſential Damage they ſuffer 
by theſe Schools, or that they would take ſuch 
uncommon Pains to rival and counteract them? 
But however imperfect the Society's Information 
in this Caſe may be ſuppoſed to be, or whatever 
Concern it may give to every ſerious Proteſtant, | 
that any who had known the Way of Truth and 2 Pet, ii, 
R:ghteouſneſs ſhould turn from the holy Commandment, *' 
yet let us not deſpair of ſuch as theſe, nor imagine 
the Benefit of their Education to be totally loſt 
to the Proteſtant Cauſe, With due Attention, it 
is to be hoped, they may be regained to our Com- 
munion : at leaſt, the AY Influence of praclical 
Proteſtant 
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Proteſtant Principles once imbibed, it may be well 
expected, will in a great Degree be till retained ; 
ſo that the Popery to which they revolt will be 
controlled by a milder and gentler Spirit than 
that under which they were born, And Popery 
itſelf, when diveſted of Bitterneſs and Rancour, 
becomes an harmleſs, ſpeculative Error, with which 
the Publick have little or no Concern. After all, 
whatever be the Conſequences of ſuch Relapſes, 
the Society have not been wanting in their Endea- 
vours, beſides the Methods already mentioned, to 
ſecure thoſe who are bred up in their Schools againſt 
the moſt powerful of all Temptations, by giving a 
Marriage Portion to ſuch of either Sex, who ſhall 
have legally intermarried with Proteſtants, 


STILL; however favourable the Fact may be to 
us when fairly ſtated, it will behove us to guard by 
all poſſible Means againſt the Imputation. I ſhall 
therefore beg Leave to recommend one Method, 
which appears to me to be of no ſmall. Importance 
to this End; viz. that it be recommended to the 
ſeveral local Committees, to conſider the Children 
as intitled to their Attention, not only whilſt at 
School, but ſo long as they continue within the 
Reach of their Obſervation and Influence; taking 
Care in the firſt Place, that they be apprenticed to 
ſuch Perſons only as there is good Reaſon to expect 
will keep them ſtedfaſt in the Proteſtant Religion; 
and then, for the better r of this important 

| | Point, 
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Point, that the Maſters be obliged by a Covenant 
in the Indentures to ſend them once every three 
Months (as is done in another very extenſive 

Charitable Inſtitution®) to be examined in the Pre- 
| ſence of the Committee; a Regiſter being kept 
of the reſpective Improvement or Deficiency of each 
Child, as it ſhall appear at every ſuch Examination; 
and a Copy of the ſeveral Entries ſent not only.to the 
Maſter of the Apprentice, but to the Incumbent, or 
Curate of the Pariſh, that he may direct and propor- 
tion his Attention to the Nature of the Caſe. It will 
alſo be requiſite when the Term of Apprenticeſhip 
ſhall be expired, that the Miniſter of the Pariſh to 
which the late Apprentice ſhall remove be furniſh- 
ed with a Copy of the ſeveral Articles. in the 
Regiſter concerning him. In all this, much is neceſ- 
ſarily referred to the Clergy; and we may aſſuredly 
rely on their Prudence and Care. Far from de- 
clining the Trouble, they will conſider it as a 
material Part of their Duty, and eſteem; themſelves 
happy to conttibute to ſo important a Work. If this 
Regulation ſhall be thought proper to be adopted, the 
groundleſs Reports, which are now induſtriouſly pro- 


pagated, will probably be caſily diſproved, and the 


Honour of the Inſtitution effectually vindicated. It is 
ſuggeſted with great Deference to the Committee of 
Fifteen; by whom, I doubt not, it will be conſidered

. This has been aQtiſed ſeveral Years with great Succeſs, under the

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with all the Attention it ſhall be found to deſerve. I 
have been ſo many Years a Witneſs of their diſinter- 
eſted Afſiduity in attending to the great Purpoſes of the 
Inſtitution, their Candour and Patience in diſcuſling 
whatever is propoſed for promoting them, and their 
Prudence and Zeal in carrying into Execution what- 
ever appears on due Examination to be really condu- 
cive thereto, that I cannot on this Occaſion omit to 
remind the Publick, how much it is indebted to 
their Care. 


HavinGs thus largely conſidered theſe ObjeCtions, 
I ſhall not venture to treſpaſs further on your 
Patience, than by ſtating in few Words the Con- 
dition and Circumſtances of our Schools. 


Tuis Inſtitution (as hath been already obſerved) 
was founded in the Year 1733, by Royal Authority. 
It ſoon afterwards received a large Support from 
Royal Munificence ; no leſs than 10001. being an- 
nually paid out of the Treaſury to the Uſe of the 
Society during his late Majeſty's Reign, and the fame 
has ever fince been continued by our preſent moſt 
gracious Sovereign, beſides very conſiderable Sums 
on particular ' Emergencies. The Parliament have 
alſo for many Seſſions paſt, on the Recommendation 
of the Chief Governors, taken this Inſtitution under 
their Protection as an Object of national Bounty, 
and accordingly not only from Time to Time granted 
large Sums, but appropriated a particular Tax to its 

| Sup- 
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Support . We likewiſe thankfully acknowledge to 


have received great Donations, as well annual as 
occaſional, from the Liberality of Great Britain; 
beſides the Amount of the annual Subſcriptions 
and other Benefactious in this Kingdom. But I am 
obliged, with whatever Reluctance, to add, that the 
Contributions in both Kingdoms have of late Years 
fallen very ſhort ; whether it be, that the Charity 
which uſed to flow in this, is diverted into other 
Channels, or (which would be mortifying to ſup- 
poſe) that the Love of many hath waxed cold. And 
it is a great Agzravation of our Misfortune, that 
the Act for the Hawkers Tax which had been ſuf- 

fered to expire, was not renewed in the [aſt Seſſion,

and by Means of the particular Situation of publiek 


Affairs in this, the Parliamentary Grant was neceſ- 
ſarily reduced much below the Sum intended to be 
applied to this Charity. Thus the Funds of the 
Society have been diminiſhing at the Time when their 
Expences have been unavoidably increaſing, both by 
a general Riſe in the Rate of Proviſions in all Parts 
of the Kingdom, and by an Enlargement of the Diet 
in every School, which was on the beſt Grounds 
recommended from every Quarter as neceſſary to the 
Health of the Children, as well as in Juſtice to the 
Maſter and Miftreſs, who could no longer afford 
to maintain them on the Terms of their former

TarxsE were the Circumſtances which obliged the 
Society to conſider of ſome Method of reducing their 
Expences ; and ſuch had been the Frugality of their 
Management, that, conſiſtently with ſupporting the 
Credit and Uſefulneſs of the Inſtitution in its for- 
mer Extent (a Point not to be relinquiſhed but in 
Caſe of indiſpenſable Neceſſity) no Reduction was 
found practicable, but that of leſſening the Number 
of Schools, and at the ſame Time keeping up the 
Number of the Children educated by the Society. 
Accordingly an exact Review was taken of the 
ſeveral Schools; and ſuch of them as on Account 
of the Shortneſs of the Tenure, Inattention of 
Local Committees, or other diſadvantageous Cir- 


cumſtances it was found inexpedient to continue, 
were in this Manner ſuppreſſed, and the Children 


transferred into other Charter Schools better cir- 
cumſtanced, where there was Room to receive and 
accommodate them. By which Means, although the 
Schools ſubſiſting do not exceed 44, they contain 
about 2045 Children; a Number not inferior to 
the former Eſtabliſhment. Permit me likewiſe to 
obſerve, that from the Commencement of the Inſti- 
tution 4250 Children have been apprenticed, and 
the Marriage Portions of 51. each given to Perſons 
of both Sexes on Proof of their Intermarriage with 
Proteſtants, amount to no leſs than 316. 


In 
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Ix Circumſtances ſuch as theſe it might perhaps be 
expected, that the irreparable Loſs which the Proteſ- 
tant Intereſt muſt ſuſtain, both in Honour and real 
Strength, were this Inſtitution ſuffered to fall into 
Decay, ſhould be deſcribed in the moſt affecting 
Terms. The Attempt would certainly be juſtified 
by the Occaſion : But I know before whom I ſpeak, 
and am perſuaded, that nothing more is requiſite 
than ſimply to have ſtated the Facts. I. ſhall 


therefore only add, that it is to that Humanity 


and Goodneſs which is known to feel for every 
Diſtreſs, to that pious Concern which never fails to 
intereſt itſelf in the Cauſe of true Religion, and 
that ſolicitous Attention which is ever watchful for 
the Safety and Proſperity of this Kingdom, that the 
Society preſume to look up in the preſent Emer- 


gency ; afluring themſelves, that in Conſequence of 


a willing and powerful Interceſſion with the gracious 
Father of his People, the Royal Protection and 
Bounty, ſo largely experienced on former Occaſions, 
will be further extended to them, and under GOD, 
who bath ſent forth this Strength for us, happily prove 
the Means of e/fabliſhing and perfecting the thing 
which he hath wrought in us.

Kingdom, there are great Tracts of Land almoſt, intirely inhabited by 
Papiſts, who are kept by their Clergy in great Ignorance. of the true 
Religion, and bred up in great Diſaffection to the Government ; That 
the erecting of EnGLisH PROTESTANT Schools in thoſe Places, is 
abſolutely neceſſary for their Converſion ; that the EncLisx PARIS 
Schools, already eſtabliſhed, are not ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; nor can 


Ax ORGE the Second, by the Grace of Gov, of Great Britain, 


the Reſidence of the Parochial Clergy only, fully anſwer that End. 


E To 
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To the Intent therefore that the Children of the Popiſh, and other poor 
Natives of the ſaid Kingdom, may be inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongue, 
and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, and that ſo good a 
Deſign may the more effectually be carried on; the Lord Lieutenant, and 
fome of the chief Nobility, Gentry, and, Clergy of the ſaid Kingdom, 
are appointed Commiſſioners to execute the Purpoſes of this Charter, and 
have a Power to ele& others in the Room of their deceaſed Members; 
and are conſtituted a Corporation or Body Politic by the Name of The

HE Original Deſign of this Society is well known to have been 

principally formed by the late Right Reverend Doctor Henry Maule, 
Loid Biſhop of Dromore, afterwards of Meath; which being highly 
approved and encouraged by the then Lords Juſtices, and a great Num- 
ber of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, of the Commons, the Clergy, 
and principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom, His late Majeſty, upon their 
humble Petition, was graciouſly. pleaſed in 1733, through the favourable. 
Interpoſition of his Grace the late Duke of Dor ſet, then Lord Lieutenant, 
to grant His Royal Charter of Incorporation for the Erecting and Support- 
ing of Schools, wherein the Children of Papiſts and other poor Natives 
might be inſtructed in the Engliſb Tongue, and the Principles of true 
Religion and Loyalty, and trained up to the Practice of Induſtry and

In Purſuance of which, Charter-Schools have from Time to Time been 
erected by the Society in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, under the imme-
